There were the same rigidity aud 
stealth, the pause to judge of distauee 
and opportunity and the final rigid 
pause when all the energies are con- 
centrated for the final spring to cap- 
ture. All the phenomena displayed by 
the dog family indicate that the draw- 
ing and pointing in the pursuit of prey 
were ever natural traits. It may be 
reasonably lxdieved that man could 
not breed the pointing instinct out of 
the dog if he attempted to do so.— 
Forest and Stream.
